CONDENSED TELEGRAMS, 

TWENTY-FIVE deaths occurred in Havana 
the past week from yellow fever. 

A most atrocious double murder was 
committed in Larrant County, Texas, a 
few days ago. R.A. Lindsey, aged thirty- 
three, without the slightest provocation, 
entered the bed room of his stepfather, and 
without warning shot and killed him. His 
stepsister interferred when the murderer 
turned and shot her through the brain, 
killing her instantly. At last accounts he 
had not been captured. 

THE organization established by the Mor- 
mon Elders in Hickman County, Tenn., 
about three years ago, was broken up-last 
Sunday, by the killing of the elders by a 
band of masked men. A dispatch gives the 
following particulars of the affair: ‘The 
three elders were holding a meeting at Con. 
dor’s farm, Cane creek, Lewis county, Sun- 
day morning, when twelve masked men on 
horseback rode up to the house and order 
dered a young man named Hudson and 
young Condor to surrender. They showed 
fight, and one of the masked men knocked 
Condor down, breaking his skull. Hudson 
fired at one of the masked men, who fell 
dead. The masked men then shot and kill- 
ed two of the Mormon elders. The third 
elder ran toward the woods, from which 
firing wassoon heard. ‘The elder has not 
been seen since, and it is supposed that he 
also must have been killed. It has since 
been ascertained that the masked men, be- 
fore going to Condor’s house, stopped at 
the house of a man named Garrett, near 
Condor’s house, found one Mormon elder 
there, and left two masked men in charge 
of this elder. Shooting was heard there 
shortly afterward, and that elder has not, 
been seen. since. When firing commenced 
at Condor’s house one of the elders hid be- 
hind Mrs. Condor, and in shooting at. him 
Mrs. Condor was wounded.” j

FOUGHT TO THE DEATIL, 


A Desperate and Sanguinary Fight, the 
Outcome of a Long-Standing Feud—Two 
of the Participants Mortally Wounded 
and Others Dangerously. 

Freponi, Tex., August 7. 

A fferce and bloody combat oc 
curred on Monday evening ten miies 
north of here between four desperate 
characters, who happened to meet near 
the line between San Saba and Mason 
Counties. Samuel Fauikuer and Henry 
Allen attacked the two Woodall 
brothers, opening fire at short 
range with repeating rifles. 
The Woodalis, dismounting, returned 
) the Strom behind their horses. Eight 
shots were rapidly fired by each side. 
Allen feil about the fifth round, pierced 
throrgh the heart. One of the Woodalis 
received a bullet in the shoulder near 
the neck, disabling him. The remaining 
Woodall brother aud Faulkner then ap- 
proached each ather : 

Wildl BOWIE KNIVES’ DRAWN, 

anda fearful duel followed, each being 
skilled wielders of the weapons. Tha 
wounded Woodall, lying near by bleed- 
ing to death, kept urging his brother on, 
Faulkner, however, after a few sharp 
struggles, seized Woodall’s left wrist, 
and gave him a quick jerk, which 
brought him to his kuees and as 
the iatter fell Faulkner plunged his 
knife just below the victim’s heart. 
Faulkner then turned to look after Al- 
len, his dead companion. As he did so 
he received a bullet in the breast trom 
the pistol of the elder Woodall, who lay 
there unable torise, his neck and shoulder 
being split open. 

Faulkner may recover, but the Wood- 
alls are dying. They soon became un. 
conscious from loss of biood. Mr. Bur- 
ner, who tried to prevent the hostilities, 
received severe flesh wounds in the arms. 
Burner and two other men witnessed the 
battle from the beginning but

THE BLUE AND GRAY, 


The Ex-Confederate Veteran’s Reunion at 
Dallas, Texas, Participated in by Boys in 
Blue—Letter of Regret irom Jefferson 
Davis—Disappointed Visitors. 

DALLAS, Tex., August 7. 

Nearly twenty veteran organizations 
are represented by large delegat'ons 
at the ex-Confederate reunion. There are 
also special headquarters for ex-Union 
soldiers, and the most fraternal relatious 
are manifested by the surVivors of the two 
armies. This morning there were fully 
6,000 men in camp, and the city was 
packed with visitors. The number atthe 
grounds was variously estimated at from 
15,000 to 20,000. Colonel C. S. Mitchell, 
President of the ex-Coufederate Associa- 
tion, delivered the address of  wel- 
come, which was responded to 
by Governor L[reland. Most strenu- 
ous efforts were made to secure 
the presence of Jeff Davis, the society 
gciug so far as to place a special train 
and palace car at his disposal; but at his 
age—seventy-six years—his friends feared 
that the excitement of the meeting wourl 
proye fatal to him, and he was prevaiied 
upon to remain away. He sent a leticr 
in which he said: ‘I send you my warm- 
est Congratulations of the hardy old set- 
tiers, Who against desperate odds, won the 
battles of the war for Independence. Of 
the velerans who served in the war with 
Mexico, how few wait on the verge of eter- 
nity. It was a rule among Romans to re- 
ward Generals returning successful from 
foreign wars, but never to granta triumph 
fur a victory won in internecine striie. 
With us the rule has Leen reversed, and 
the veterans of the war with Mexico 
have been the subjects of special dis- 
crimination. ‘The history of Texas is 
full of heroic deeds from the self-sacri- 
ficiug Kand who peri-hed at the Aiamo, 
to the defense of Subine Pass, 
which for integrity and extraordinary 
success must, I think, be admitted to 
have no paraliel inancient or modern war- 
fare. Texas is now boldiy striding on- 
ward in the conquests of peace, and I 
can not wish for her a brighter future 
than that in agriculture, mining, manu- 
facturing, educational, social and relig- 
ious efforts, she may gather wreaths of 
oak worthy to mingle with the fade- 
Jess laurel that decks her brow. 
Deprived of the happiness of meeting, 
prubably for the jast time, the old set- 
tlers and ex-Couvfederates io their re- 
union and of receiving the friendly wel- 
come and feeling the warm grasp ot their 
hands, I send to them my earnest prayer 
that every good and perfect gilt may be 
vouchsafed to them.”’

THE RECENT EARTHQUAKE. 


Interesting Details of the Sunday Visitation 
that Shook Up Our Eastern Brethren— 
Consternation and Terror the: Prevailing 
S-ntiment—No Serious Damage Resulting 
Except to Windows and Crockery—The 
Duration of the Shock About Ten Sec- 
opds. 

New York, August 11 
Shortly after two o’clock yesterday 
afternoon™there was a sudden shak- 
ing of build ngs throughout the city. 

The windows rattled, buildings trembled 

and in some quarters peopie were thrown 


from lounges and beds on tothe floor, 


and persons standing were made to dance 
as if under the influence of Miss Lulu 
Hurst. The sun had been obscured by 
clouds during the greater pait of the 
afternoon, and a_ violent thunder- 
storm secmed ready to break, but 
it did not come, and soon after the 
earthquake the lowering clouds floated 
away. Opinions vary as to the length 
of the shock; some say ten seconds, oth- 


ers four. The wildest excitement pre- 
vailed on the East side, where the 
Hebrew population mostly dwell, 


they supposing that the end of the 
world had arrived. Ludlow street and 
the streets round about were filled 
with household effects, and it looked 
as if there was to be a general exodus. 
The services of a squad of policemen 
were needed to restore order; and even 
after the real cause of the disturbance 
had been ascertained, it was difil- 
cult to compel the people, who 
were badly frightened to return to their 
homes. Although there was great ex- 
citement no one was seriously hurt, and 
the a...bulance returned to the hospital 
empty. In the Jewish synagogue, 13 
and 15 Pike street, several huadred per- 
sons 
RUSHED ‘OUT PELL-MELL 
in the middie of the service. In Market 
street, East Broadway, Catherine and 
Heury, there was much commotion. The 
police thuught there had been an explo- 
sion, but being unable to find any they 
returned to their stations. People who 
were arrested by the shock in the differ- 
ent buildings of the city experienced ter- 
ror, intensified by the sensation that the 
walls were about to fall. Massive struc-- 
tures like the Postoffice and the Equita- 
ble building seemed to sway gently 
back and forth, while a_ ter- 
rible rumbiing sound gave an impres- 
sion of thunder trying to burst 
through the roof of the building or 
through the solid ground below. The 
duration of the shock was not above 
twenty seconds, and good judges say 
seven seconds, but it seemed a long time 
before the earth became solid, and men 
found their legs and their voices at the 
same time. That it was a very severe 
shock was admitted by people who have 
passed through earthquakes in California 
and South America, and had it been buta 
trifle more intense, great damage to 
property and loss of life might have en- 
sued. The shock was most severely felt 
_IN BROOKLYN 


and the lower part of Manhattan s*tand, | 
which: contirms the theory of General 
Jackson, the commanding officer of Gov- 
ernor’s Island, that the earthquake came 
from the direction of the Narrows and 
passed in a northeasterly course. In the 
Post-oflice, probably the most massive 
building down town, the shock was per- 
ceptibly felt. The great building trem- 
bled spasmodically and swayed very per- 
ceptibly. At the Western Union build- 
ing, another very solid structure, there 
was a sudden sbock which shook 
the building to its foundation, and 
the operators stared at cach 
other in fear and trembling. Five 
minutes later the news came flashing 
over the wire of the earthquake shock in 
Philadelphia, and then the inmates real- 
ized the nature of the sensations they 
had experiénced. Horses felt the shock 
and raised their heads in terror. Dogs 
stood transfixed while the noise rumbled, 
and barked dismally when it ceased. 
Every tail steeple swayed gently under 
the unusual shock, but fortunately stood 
the test well. In some houses panes of 
g.ass Were broken, and in several in- 
stances crockery and lamps, but nothing 
more serious than a genuine fright can 
be said to have resulted. 
KNEW THE FEELING. 

Senator Glin of California, who was in 
the New York Hotel, said to a reporter: 
‘*] knew the feeling at once. . I have been 
through a good many earthquakes and it 
is something one never forgets.’’ 

“Did you consider this a severe 
shock?’ 

‘Yes, quite severe, ana the peculiar 
thing about it was that no second shock 
foliowed. I never before knew a shock 
which was not folloWed by a second at 
1ntervals of a few seconds. The second 
is always the most destructive. In Cali- 
fornia I’ve been through all the earth- 
quakes since 1849.”” ; 

HIS OPPORTUNITY. 

At the City Hall Mr. Henry Kimball 
made the earthquake the subject of his 
preaching, and drew a large crowd. 
Seizing a Bible, he read for his text: 
“Immediately after the tribulation’ of 
these days shali the suv be darkened and 
the moon shali not give her light. The 
heavens shall be shaken, and then shall 
appear the signs of the son of man.’’ 

The shock was felt quite severely at 
Governor’s Island. The officers and their 
families rushed out on the porticos of 
their houses, under the impression that 
heavy artillery wagons were being drawn 
over the brick walis. A few of the older 
army officers, who had experienced earth- 
quukes before on the Pacific slope, recog- 
nized the cause at once. A general feel- 
ing of fear seemed to take possession of 
the garrison, and for a few seconds there 
was a scene of indescribable terror. 

LONG ISLAND. 


All of the northwestern part of Long 
Islan’, embracing an area of fifty. quare 
miles, was badly shaken by the earth- 
quike. The earth trembled «nd the 


houses shook, but no damage was done 
except to glassware or other fragile ar- 
ticles. 

The shock was felt in Brooklyn very 
perceptibly when 
the people — 


earth vibrated, and 
streets without 





waiting for hats and wraps. In the east 
district the firemen ran to the horses and 
made every preparation to respond to an 
alarm of fire. Nearly every Sunday 
school in the city was in sese‘on. The 
little children were stricken with terror 
and began to scream. Teachers and offi- 
cers were for a moment unable to sp’ak 
or move. When the shock came, rattling 
the windows and swaying the gas fix- 
tures, many hands were clasped and 
prayers were uttered on bended knees. 


WOMEN PROSTRATED. 

Several women were prostrated. At 
the corner of Lexington and Marcy ave- 
nues a lady fainted and on South Ninth 
street an aged man fell to the sidewalk 
unable to move. The great dining-room 
of the Long Beach Hotel was cleared of 
its $00 occupants in less than two miu- 
utes. Guests and waiters joined in a 
frantic rush for the doors and windows, 
The stout bars across the veranda door- 
ways were broken down and the crowd 
poured down the steps toward the beach. 
Two ladies fainted and others had to be 
assisted fromthe room. The shock at 
Coney Isiand created consternation 
among the residents and the thousands 
of visitors. 

All along the beach the effects were 
felt at various hotels. People in the 
dining rooms rushed wildly out. Most 
people imagined that aterrific explosion 
had taken place, while a number con- 
cluded that their last day had come. 
The two ton safe in the Manhattan 
Beach Hotel was moved three inches 
along the floor, scraping the plaster off 
the wail. This house was shaken, but 
no damage resulted. At Paul Bauer’s 
the wildest excitement prevailed—the 
waiters dropped their dishes and the as- 
sembled Teutons made an indiscriminate 
rush for the doors. 


BALTIMORE, 

The most southerly point affected by 
the earthquake appears to have been 
Baltimore, and the most northerly Brat- 
tieboro; Vt. The chief damage appears 
to have occurred at Hartford, where one 
man died from fright in the jail. Those 
familiar with ear.hquakes agree that two 
or three shocks always follow one another 
when one occurs, and it is lixely that the 


f country will be again visited soon. 


OTHER POINTS. 

The first telegraphic reports of the 
earthquake were received trom the fol- 
lowing points: The Atlantic Highlands, 
near Sandy Hook, Long Branch, Phila- 
delphia, New Haven, Boston, Elizabeth, 
Piainfield, Spring Lake, College City, 
Martha’s Vineyard and Portland, Me., 
at the last point the shock was slight. 

Reports were also received from many 
of the sub-offices about New York. The 
reports as to the duration of the shock 
are diverse, but the average seems to be 
about ten seconds. At 2:15 o’clock the 
Atlantic Highlands experienced a second 
shock, but it was less violent than the 
first. The severest sock was re- 
ported from Sea Bright, N. J., where 
the depot shifted to one side, shaking up 
the contents and the sole inmate. At

irantically to the telegraph office, hold- 
ipg in his hands a newspaper which he 
had been reading. He said he had been 
rocked violently, and that the plastering 
on the ceiling above him had been cracked 
and in some places had dropped to the 
floor.

WALL STREET SHAKEN UP. 


Collapse of the Wall Street Bank—Irregu- 
larities to the Amount of #500,000 on the 
Part of the Cashier the Alleged Cause— 
The Latter Missing—Depositors Will be 
Paid, But the Capital is Annihilated. 

New YorK, August 11. 

Wall street had a small earthquake 
to-day when the fact became known that 
the Wall Street Bank, whose offices are 
in the Mills Building, had burst. The 
bank was not open at all to-day. The fol- 
lowing notice was posted on its doors: 

Owing to irregularities on the part of the 
Cashier, the bank will remain closed until mat- 
ters can be regulated. 

The announcement was not signaled. 
The fact of the bank having collapsed 
spread like wildfire, and a few minutes af- 
ter it became known crowds of brokers, 
and office boys, flocked tothe Mills street 
building and one after another read the 
above notice, then coming down the stairs 
leading to the offices of the bank, stood 
on the sidewalks in groups discussing 
the failure. A man who said he was a de- 
positor in the bank broke excitedly into a 
group of brokers standing by and cxcited- 
ly exclaimed: 

“For heaver’s sake what is the trouble? 
{s my money gone?” 

One of the brokers said: ‘‘Don’t know 
what’s the trouble, except that Dickin- 
son, the Cashier, is said to have gone to 
join Eno and Hinckley in Canada.” 

Representatives of the press were not 
admitted to the bank. There was such 
confusion inside among the officers who 
were unable to say when the official 
statement of the bank’s condition will be 
made public Thos. W. Evans, Presi- 
dent, said: 

National Bank depositors will be all 
paid in full, but the probability was that 
the stockholders loseeverything. No au- 
thoritative statement can be obtained as 
to the exactness of the irregularities of 
the cashier. 

Dickinson is said to have absconded 
with $500,000. Officers_of the bank, all 
of whom are responsible for any deficit 
arising from tbe irregularities of em- 
ployes, say that they are ready to make 
good all losses. Itis said now that the 
c.earances of the bank all went through 
correctly withoat default on Saturday. 

A PILLAR IN STORRS’ CHURCH. 

Dickioson was a leading pillar in Doc- 
tor Storrs’ Brooklyn Church. President 
Evans says he lo-t money balling wheat, 
and also says the capital will be un- 
doubtedly swept away, but the depositors 
will eventually be paid in full. It is 
thought that fifty per cent. wiil be paid 
this week. The bank is quietly giving 
its checks for moneys deposited Satur- 
day.

Management of Grass Land and Grass. 


According to the last agricultural re- 
port the hay crop ranks third in money 
value of the crops raised in the country. 
Corn stands first, with a value of $783, 
867,000; wheat second at $444,602,000, 
and hay third at $369,958,000. New 
York State leads in hay production, 
with over 4,962,000 acres, the product 
of which is valued at $70,777,000. 
Thus, it will be seen that upon the hay 
crop depends largely the interest of the 
farming community, and. upon the pro- 
per management of grass land ‘epends 
the profit or loss of the hay crop. 

It was my fortune to attend a meet- 
ing of a practical farmers’ organization 
not long ago, and the topic for discus- 
sion was the ‘‘Management of Grass 
Land.”” I summarize the essential 
points for the benefit of your agricultural 
readers, allof whom are naturally in- 
terested in this question. 

The practice of repeated mowing and 
pasturing of meadows must be aban- 
doned if we would keep up their produc- 
tiveness. Theenfeebled appearance of 
many meadows is due to withhold- 
ing fertilizers. Meadows, as a rule, 
can be mowed year after year providing 
the second growth is left upon them. 
The aftermath is not only a fertilizer, 
but is a protector, enabling the soil to 
produce stronger and better crops. 
Some special fertilzer should be ap- 
plied, if one has not sufficient fine stable 
manure. Plaster serves an excellent 
purpose upon meadows. Old meadow 
bottoms onlow ground may be pas- 
tured after the crop is taken off, but not 
upland meadows. 

We have to compete with Western 
farmers in grain production and wheat 
production; but in the fine grades o! 
timothy we need fear no great competi- 
tion. A fine lot of timothy will always 
find market; and farmers ought to give 
more attention to producing only the 
very best hay for market. In regard to 
time of cutting grass, it was said that ii 
the crop could be secured promptly the 
best time for cutting is when the 
timothy is in bloom, or just before. It 
is then of good color; it has not yet 
formed seed, hence has not produced 
any great drain upon the soil. But 
where there are a hundred acres or so 
to mow over we cannot always wait for 
the best time to gather this crop. One 
member reported cutting two pieces ot! 
nw side by side, the one in early 
July, the other in August, and the next 
year he found there was good grass on 
the former and scarcely none on the 
latter. 

One difficulty with our Eastern farm 
methods is that we crop the land too 
much. Everything is turned into 
money that possibly can be. The surest 
way to bring up some farms that have 
been run down by grain-raising is to 
keep more stock, sell less off the land, 
put more manure back and strengthen 
the soil. Hay must take the place of 
rye to a large extent on some of our 
farms, or the resnlts will be disadvan- 
tageous to them. Ashes, lime and plaster 
are good substitutes for farm-yard 
manure, and they should be applied just 
as the grass is starting in spring, or just 
after mowing, and if just. before a 
shower, so much the better. 

A timely topic is the cutting and cur- 
ing of clover. Its value as hay depends 
much on its being properly cured. The 
cutting should be as early as possible, 
for the benefit of the second growths 
especially if it is to be mown for rowen. 
When the clover is in blossom, or just 
as some of the heads take on a brown- 
ish appearance, is the best time to cut 
it. It should be left in the swath until 
the upper surface is wilted, and then be 
turned, that the other side may be simi- 
larly treated. Then let it be put up in 
well-made hay-cocks, not bunches 
hastily rolled together, and left to stand 
over night, at least to cure, which it 
will do quite as well thus as when 
spread out, and with the additional 
advantage of having the leaves remain 
intact. Its color will also be much bet- 
ter preserved. When put in the mow a 
sprinkling of salt over each layer will 
allow it to be housed in a much greener 
condition, or alternate layers of old hay 
or straw will absorb the extra moisture 
and prevent heating. Extra pains in 
ecuring clover hay should always be 
aken; It’s a poor fodder when poorly 
sured.— Agricola, in N. Y. Independent. 
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Afternoon Work. 


While our grandmothers in patient 
industry, spent the long summer after- 
noons and winter evenings after the 
daily work was done, at the spinning or 
jax wheel, and in return showed to 
admiring friends and neighbors a huge 
snowy pile of coarse woven threads, 
quantity not quality was the rule of the 
day, and the linen of the present time, 
with its delicate vines and flowers, gay 
borders in arabesque, with knotted 
fringes, would have been to them like a 
dream of fairyland and the wondrous 
work of the elves. The most fashion- 
able linén for the tea-table is woven 
with colored borders, though that for 
the dinner table should be white. Very 
handsome patterns of tea-cloths, with 
aapkins to match, areshown.

A few miles due east of Bishop's 
‘tortford, on the Colchester highway, 
} es Great Dunmow, whose lofty church 
ower, standing boldly out over the rich 
meadows that skirt the windings of the 
Chelmer, is a conspicuous feature in 
the landscape long before you reach it. 
Here you may still find some remains 
of the celebrated priory where, accord- 
ing to a usage as old as the thirteenth 
century, a flitch of bacon was formerly 
given to any married couple who could 
with clear conscience take an oath 
which would be somewhat embarrass- 
ing to many couples of the present day: 
“You shall swear by the custom of our con- 


fession 
That ra never made any nuptial transgres- 


sion 
By household brawls and contentious strife. 
Since you were married man and wife; 
Or otherwise, in bed or at board, 
Offended each other in deed or in word, 
Or wished yourselves unmarried again, 
But once since the parish clerk said ‘Amen,’ 
Ur within a twelvemonth and a day 
RKepented in thought in any way, 
But continued true and in desire 
As when you joined hands in holy quire, 
If to these conditions, without all fear, 
Of your own accord you will freely swear, 
A gammon of bacon you shall receive, 
And bear it hence with love and good leave. 


known,

The original institution of this custom 
is a story worth repeating. In the 
time of Henry III. a young man and a 
girl in the plain dress of the English 
yeomanry presented themselves one 
morning before the Prior of Dunmow 
and begged his blessing upon their mar- 
riage. The good churchman, pleased 
with the youth’s respectful tone and the 
blooming face of his bride elect, readily 
complied. As the last words of the 
blessing were spoken, a brawny servant 
of the priory came tramping past, car- 
rying on his broad shoulders a flitch of 
bacon that might have suited the table 
of Harold Hardrada himself. ‘Take 
yonder flitch to mend your wedding 
eheer, my children,” said the kind] 
priest, ‘‘tand remember the Prior of 
Dunmow.”’’ The words appeared to 
nave a transforming power, for the 
seeming yeoman rose to his feet before 
the Prior’s startled eyes with the bear- 
ing of a King, and throwing back his 
head haughtily, shook out from beneath 

iis coarse, flat cap a profusion of long 
curled locks, such as no English farmer 
ad ever worn. ‘‘Prior,’’ said he, in a 
clear, musical voice, ‘in requittal o! 
thy courtesy, I hereby assign and give 
to thee in this manor-land enough to 
bring thee two hundred marks a year 
on condition that whenever any bride 
and bridegroom shall come hither to 
kneel upon these stones where we have 
kneli this day, and shall swear that for 
a year and a day they have been true 
lovers even as we are now, they shall- 
receive ever such a flitch of bacon as 
this which thou has given us.’’ The 
Prior stared~as well he might—and 
asked doubtingly, ‘“‘Who art thou that 
speakest thus, my son? If though be 
jesting with me, bethink thee that it is 
not seemly to make sport of the church’s 
servants.’ ‘I jest not, worthy Prior,” 
answered the young man proudly. ‘He 
to whom thou hast given thy blessing 
as a nameless yeoman is Sir Reginald 
Fitzwalter, lord of this manorand of al: 
that lies upon it. The title deeds of my 
grant to thee and thine shall be in thy

Shelter for Stock. 


So much has been said and written 
upon the above subject one would think 
no intelligent farmer could be ignorant 
of the importance of providing shelter 
for all his stock, yet we nnd some 
farmers give but little attention to 
sheltering their domestic animals; they 
do not appear to know that the greater 
the exposure to the cold and storms the 
larger amount of food is required to 
keep up the animal heat. An anima! 
comfortably housed will gain in weight 
‘on the same amount of food that would 
barely sustain one exposed to the cold 
and storms. I[f an animal barely holds. 
its own without any gain there is a loss 
on all the food it consumes, and if it 
loses in weight there will be a loss on 
all the food previously comsumed to be 
added. 

To feed stock all winter in such a 
manner as simply to sustain life is poor 
economy. Stock should thrive every 
day of their lives and grow more meat 
or else earn us their keeping by their 
work or by their increase milk and but- 
ter productions. Stock should be pro- 
vided with shelter if for nothing else, 
but simply as a question of economy in 
the consumption of food. Exposure tc 
cold storms renders an animal les: 
hardy, and detracts from its constitu. 
tional vigor: On the contrary, we be- 
lieve that suitable shelter, that stock 
can resort to in case of cold storms, will] 
tend to promote vitality. An animal 
can perhaps endure the full force of a 
regular blizzard, but itis only at the 
expense of a certain amount of vital 
force, which must leave it in a worse 
condition than an animal that has been 
protected. There are many times when 
it makes but little difference whether 
an animal has shelter or notin clear, 
cold and dry weather. 

Healthy live stock appears to be ot a 
large degree insensible to ordinary ex- 
iremes of temperature, but I have often 
observed that cold storms, coming late ir 
che winter and early spring, when mixea 
with damp snow and often mingled with 
rain, are more disastrous than those oi 
mid-winter. The farmer who expects 
his cattle to live and thrive around 
straw stacks in the winter, will have to 
waste feed and time and suffer the 
loss of flesh which his cattle gained on 
the pasture the previous fall. If the 
farmer keeps his stock growing all 
winter they are ready to commence 
thriving from the first day they 
are turned on the grass, while the half- 
fed animals have fallen off in flesh and 
and will consume tons of grass before 
they begin to thrive and lay on flesh. 

As I have already stated, the value of 
sheiter for all stock, especially for milch 
cows, cannot be over-estimated. Warm 
stables with good bedding assist them in 
giving valuable returns for their care and 


the cow that she revenges herself on her 
owner's pocket for cruel neglect and 
short feed. A farmer might just as well 
try to dodge taxes and debts as to escape 
the result of unwise treatment of his 
cow. In point of fact, when badly treated 
she takes the cream first and if there is 
anything left gives her owner the skim

A grizzly o!d man, with his breeches 
legs turned up to his thighs, waded 
through the ditches of ‘‘the Neck’’ in 
the First Ward yesterduy.

The old fellow then proceeded 
to carefully wash out his tin can, re- 
marking: ‘‘Have to be very careful to 
have nothing but pure water 1n this 
can, for the Teaches will not live in any- 
thing but pure water. 1 have been a 
leech hsherman for twenty years, and 
it took me a good waile to learn how to 
keep them."’

If they once get 
filled with blood they drop off dead, 
and thus many die after getting a square 
meal from the legs of the cattle which 
roam through the ditches. Leeches 
may, with cae, be kept indetinitely. 
There is a fur sate for them, but the 
demand has dwindled very much of 
late years. Frenchand Swe:ish leeches 
are now very generally used, because 
they can be preserved much easier. 
Years ago many men and boys were 
engaged in leech fishing in this neigh- 
borhood. Iam all that is left, and 
only IL because I am too old for any- 
thing else.
